Wool-growers of this country. The contract was 
ratified by Congress in the act known as the 
wool tariff of 1867. Tt waa an agreement by 
which the duty on raw wools should be largely 
increased, and the duty on woolen manufactures 
should be advanced in the same manner. These 
duties were adroitly managed so that the tariff 
on the,coarser lines of woolen goods, such as 
blankets, shawls, and cloths should range from 
80 180 per cent. It was also fraudulently ar- 
ranged that the duty on carpet wools should be 
‘nominal, while the duty on carpets should be 
from.65 to 95 per cent. This tariff has been in 
operation since March, 1867. In the joint
